Officer Bared told him that a 
Spanish speaking detective would to to see him this morning. 

Writer contacted subject at 2 PM at REPRI-CENTEH, located at 
1606 S.W. 0th Street, phone 373"43i*l» vjhere ho Is employed. 
Subject stated that he was contacted by a man named ROBERT, 
born in Tampa, who speaks Bpanish fluently with a Tampa accent. 
This man explained that he belonged to a well-organized group 
dealing In counterfeit American money here in the states, 

Puerto Rico and Latin America. ROBERT sells this- counterfeit 
money at the rate of 3/1 and worit sell less than ^;10,000 at a 
time. Because of subject's connections, ROBERT vjants him to 
work for him, contacting people to sell this money to. Subject 
has seen ROBERT four times at dlffer'*'nt first class hotels on 
Miami Beach and discussed with him future deals. 

Subject stated that for $5*000, he Is willing to work with 
ROBERT and In turn pass any Information to the Secret Service 
and help them In every way to apprehend and break-up this 
group. Subject feels that ROBERT is Involved with the MAFIA 
activities here In the states* 

Writer told subject that he would pass this Information on to 
Secret Service, and advise him what to do. Subject wants to 
be contacted only by a Spanish speaking agent, preferably this 
writer.
